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Friction After 



WASHINGTON - (AP) - 
A former assistant White 
House press secretary who 
was there confirmed tonight 
there was friction between 
K e n n e d y and Johnson fac- 
tions aboard the plane that 
returned President Kenne- 
dy's body to W'^ashington aft- 
er the assassination, 

/'I think that there are 
I things that happened, espe- 
jdally on the plane coming 
[hack, that could be embar- 
rassing to both the Kennedys 
jand the Johnsons,” Malcolm 
M. Kilduff Kennedy's assist- 
ant press officer, said. 

But he refused to descidbe 
the events he referred to, 

Kilduff added that because 
of intense emotional feeling 
at the time “some of the old 
1960 wounds were reopened, 
rehashed, thought about,” 

I ' CONCERNED 

But Kilduff said President 
Jolmson “continued to show” 
c 0 n c e r n for Mrs. Kennedy 
and members of the Kennedy 
family. 

“There was ho grossness 
on his part, as has been im*j 
plied by others in the recent j 
past,” Kilduff said. 

Lin a television-radio inter- 
view with Westinghouse ! 
Broadcasting Co. on the eve 
of the third anniversary of 
the assassination, Kilduff dis- 
m i s s e d as “pure garbage” ■ 
The speculation which ques- 
tions the Warren Commiss- 
tio n ’s basic conclusion that : 
Lee Harvey Oswald alone ■ 
killed Kennedy. 


Texas Gov. John ConnalJy, 
who was sitting in the jump 
seat of Kennedys limousine. 
A second shot in the head 
killed 'Kennedy. 

THREE SHOTS 

“In my mind,” Kilduff 
said, “there w'ere three shots 
fired. I have verified that 
with other people who were 
riding in the same car. I 
have verified it with Secret 
Service agents.” 

Noting that the bullet 
w'hich wounded Connally 
passed through the gover- 
nor’s shoulder, ribs, wrist 
and thigh, Kilduff said; 

"The Warren Commission 
report shows a bullet, a per- 
fect bullet. I have talked to 
ballistic experts, who say 
that it would not be possible 
for a bullet to travel through 
that much mass and come 
out in such a perfect condi- 
tion.” 

Kilduff said Connally be- 
lieves he was hit by a sep- 
jjrate bullet. 

" STILL IN LEG 

“As a matter of fact,” 
IQlduff said, “I have on tlie 
lughest authority information 


that paids of 'that bullet; are 
still in' Gov. Conually’s “leg. 
So, therefore it would not be 
possible, as. the Warren Com- 
mission statesi that the bullet 
came out as clean as it did.” 

This week’s issue of Life 
Magazine quotes Connally as 
being more firmly convinced 
than ever that a separate 
bullet struck him. 

Life, calling for a new in- 
i vestigatipn, said there is 
“reasonable doubt” that Os- 
wald acted alone. 

In connect on with the 
forthconjing p7ublication in 
Look magazine of excerpts of 
William Manchester’s book, 
'Hie Death of a President,” 
written with cpoperatiou of 
the Kennedys, Kilduff said 
Manchester isvlolatinga 
\mtten agreement with the. 
Kenndy family. 

It was agreed,- Kilduff said, 
that the text would hot be 
published before Nov. 22. 
1968, unless Mrs. Kennedy 
approved. Further, said Kild- 
uff, tire agreement provided 
tliat the book shall be 
published at such dale (after 
:Nov. 22, 1968) as s h a 1 1 be 
mutually agi'eeable to tire 
contracting parties.” 

Kilduff said “I have reason 
to know Mr.'S Kennedy has at 
no tie given either oral or 
written permission for publi- 
cation of any portion prior to 
Nov. 22, 1968.”
